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INTRODUCTION 


The increasing amount of statistical data collected by Federal agencies, the 
growing sophistication on the part of data users, and rapidly changing tech- 
nology for electronic data transfer and processing have resulted in a high 
demand for release to the public of federally collected statistical data in 
machine-readable form. Federal statistical agencies have responded to user 
demand by providing a steadily growing body of machine— readable data files 
(MRDF's) for public use. 

A major problem facing Federal statistical data users is that they cannot locate 
the information they need. The sheer volume of data released by Federal 
agencies and the complexity and decentralization of Federal statistical organi- 
zations are such that users cannot find out what data are available and who has 
them. Diverse agency practices in disseminating and describing MRDF's represent 
a major obstacle for the user community, both inside and outside of the Federal 
Government. There is need for standardization which will enable users to find 
more easily the information they seek and to provide for comparability of MRDF 
descriptions throughout the Federal statistical system. 

This problem has been recognized for several years. In 1980, the Office of 
Federal Statistical Policy and Standards (OFSPS), Department of Commerce — since 
abolished when the statistical policy function was legislatively transferred to 
the Office of Management and Budget in 1981— formed an Interagency Committee on 
Data Access and Use, the members of which were representatives from major sta- 
tistical agencies. The Committee's Technical Subcommittee developed the tech- 
nical specifications for a statistical guideline governing abstracts of public 
use statistical MRDF's. If prepared according to the guideline, the abstracts 
would be uniformly designed descriptions of MRDF's contents and availability 
which could assist users to locate the information they seek. 

This document is intended as a voluntary guideline for Federal agencies; the 
Committee (which was succeeded in 1983 by the Interagency Committee on 
Dissemination of Statistics) believes that adoption of the guideline will assist 
the statistical user community to find more easily and to use better Federal 
statistical data and urges agencies to adopt the guideline as routine practice 
when preparing MRDF abstracts for internal or external cataloging. At the same 
time, the Committee recognizes that the guideline is new and might well be 
improved upon as experience with its use is gained. 

The contents of this document were originally developed in the Data User 
Services Division of the Census Bureau by Barbara J. Aldrich and Warren G. 
Glimpse with assistance from Ross Cameron (National Archives and Records 
Service) and Mike McCann (National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration). The 
present document is a revision of the work fcy Aldrich and Glimpse and was pre- 
pared fcy a Technical Subcommittee of the Interagency Committee on Data Access 
and Use which was sponsored by the Office of Federal Statistical Policy and 
Standards, Department of Commerce. The members of the Technical Subcommittee 
were J. Timothy Sprehe (Office of Management and Budget - Chair), Barbara J. 
Aldrich (Census Bureau), William Freund (National Center for Education 
Statistics), Sandra S. Smith (National Center for Health Statistics), John 
Colligan (Energy Information Administration), Marianne Zawitz (Bureau of Justice 
Statistics), and Warren G. Glimpse (The Glimpse Corporation). Valuable comments 
were also received from Sue Dodd (University of North Carolina). Final revi- 
sions were made by Sprehe, Aldrich, and John Weiner, Chairman of the Interagency 
Committee on Dissemination of Statistics. 
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BASIC DEFINITIONS 

A glossary of terms is included in Appendix A. However, it is useful to define 
initially some of the terms which are used in the text below. The definitions 
are for the purposes of this guideline only and are not to be construed as 
necessarily the same as definitions used in technical documentation. 

ABSTRACT. A MRDF abstract is an abbreviated and informative 
description of a machine-readable data file. It contains a 
bibliographic citation and additional information. Ihe bibliographic 
is defined below. The additional information is specific 
material about the subject content of the data file, geographic 
coverage, references, and availability. The audience for the abstract 
is the potential user who needs information to determine if a 
particular file meets his or her needs. 

BIBLIOGRAPHIC CITATION. The bibliographic citation is expected to 
provide information on the existence of the file and the producer 
and/or distributor. The basic components of the citation are: title, 
statement of responsibility, place of production, producer, date, place 
of distribution, distributor, and date (if different from production 
date). 

DATA FILE. The term data file is normally defined as a collection of 
logically related records treated as a unit. For the purposes of this 
guideline, the definitions utilized by the agencies themselves will 
suffice in the sense that a data file is a machine-readable statistical 
prodict released as a unit by an agency. Ihis could mean in some cases 
that data file, as here used, is the same as data base if it is the 
data base which an agency releases as a unit. When an agency releases 
a set of data files under a single title which are entirely similar to 
one another except for differences in sample, geography or date, the 
set may be treated as one data file for purposes of the abstract. 

THE VOLUNTARY GUIDELINE 

All Federal agencies releasing statistical MRDF's intended for public use are 
requested to prepare abstracts according to the procedures elaborated below. 

FILES TO WHICH THE GUIDELINE APPLIES 

Two kinds of Federal statistical data files are intended to be covered by the 
guideline: 

(1) Statistical data files which are released for public use in machine- 
readable form? and 

(2) Statistical data files which are not released for public use but 
from which users may normally request special tabulations or special 
machine-readable subfiles. 

It should be noted that the second kind of file described above refers to data 
which are held internally by agencies and to which limited access is accorded 
users in the form of special tabulations or tapes. 

lhe guideline, as well as the procedures that follow, does not apply to computer 
software files. While agencies are urged to provide abstracts for software 
files, the form and procedures developed for data files and explained in this 
document are not suitable for software files. 
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ABSTRACTS: GENERAL DESCRIPTION 

An abstract is an abbreviated and informative representation of the file being 
described. It is not intended to give information on a question by question 
level, but rather a summary of the major subject content together with related 
technical and availability information. Its purpose is to tell the reader 
whether the file might be of interest and how to obtain it or secure more 
information. 

The first component of the abstract is the bibliographic citation. The 
bibliographic citation is structured in its physical format and content. This 
structure is necessary so that Federal files can be compatible with other 
bibliographic entry schemes and can easily become a part of an integrated system 
of bibliographic information. However, the diversity of Federal files makes a 
structured approach undesirable beyond the bibliographic citation. 

The most widely used bibliographic system developed is the one used by libraries 
and information centers. While the media being retrieved is most frequently 
books, the library community recognizes the need to expand their bibliographic 
control to include other types of materials. This is reflected in the most 
recent edition of Anglo-American Cataloging Rules II (AACR— II). These rules 
have been developed with an awareness that bibliographic information can be 
integrated into a computerized bibliographic data base as well as a card cata- 
log. If Federal MRDF's use bibliographic conventions which are basically 
compatible with AACR-II, the Federal Statistical System has the potential to 
enter file information into any of the most widely used bibliographic retrieval 
systems. 

TO preserve this potential, the format developed here is also compatible with 
the general application of the International Standard Bibliographic Description 
(ISBD-G). The ISBD-G was developed ty the International Federation of Library 
Associations to provide a uniform framework for all bibliographic citations. It 
also provides very specific guidelines for punctuation which have the added 
potential of serving as "flags" in a computerized formatting of the citation. 
Careful adherence to these existing conventions also assures easy adaptation to 
the MARC-II format for machine-readable data files which is used ty the Library 
of Congress. 


FORMAT OF THE ABSTRACT 

Components of the abstract are listed below. An explanation of the components 
follows the list. Not all components are applicable to each and every abstract. 
Examples of the actual abstracts are in Appendix B.

1. BIBLIOGRAPHIC CITATION 

Structure of the Bibliographic Citation 

The suggested physical format and layout of the bibliographic citation should 
appear as follows: 

Title [machine-readable data file] / Statement of responsibility. — 
Place of production : Name of producer [producer]. Date ; Place of 
distribution : Name of distributor [distributor]. Date of distribution. 

EXAMPLE 1: A survey file with different producer and 
distributor. 

Annual Housing Survey, 1976 National File [machine-readable 
data file] / prepared by the Bureau of the Census for the U.S. 

Department of Housing and Urban Development. — Washington : 

The Department of Housing and Urban Development [producer], 

1976; Washington : Bureau of the Census [distributor], 1978. 

EXAMPLE 2: A scientific observation file with same 
producer and distributor. 

Oceanographic Statical File [machine-readable data file] / 
prepared by the National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration. 

— Washington : National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration 
[producer and distributor], 1978. 


1.1 TITLE 

Each body of data should be given a unique, "authority" title which clearly 
delineates it from other files. This title will be determined by the agency 
responsible for the file's substantive content. It may be changed if the title 
is insufficiently unique when compared with titles of other files or does not 
correspond to titling guidelines of this paper. It is important that agencies 
establish authority titles so that files can be well identified and confusion 
avoided. 

The source of the authority title is normally the technical documentation or 
other published descriptions about the file. If the technical documentation is 
not titled, a title is assigned using the standard title format and entered on 
the title authority list for the agency. Regardless of the title source, the 
year(s) of the file should follow the title. 

An authority list of titles is a master list of official titles which has been 
previously assigned and is maintained by the agency. The purpose of the list is 
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to assure that the same title is always used for files which are issued 
annually. A good authority list also provides cross-references to variations 
in, or aliases for, the authority title. 

EXAMPLE 1: Without an authority list. 

Hie March Current Population Survey file, issued yearly, is 
known by several different names including Annual Demographic 
File. Without an authority list, the file for three consecutive 
years could be entered differently each year, viz., 

Annual Demographic File, 1977 

1976 Current Population Survey, March 

March 1975 Current Population Survey 

EXAMPLE 2: With a standardized title format as authority 
list of titles, and cross references. 

Annual Denographic File, 1978 

see Current Population Survey, March 

Current Population Survey, March 1975 
Current Population Survey, March 1976 
Current Population Survey, March 1977 
Current Population Survey, March 1978 

March Current Population Survey 

see Current Population Survey, March 

The file title is followed by the general materials designator [machine-readable 
data file] enclosed in brackets. 

EXAMPLE: 

Current Population Survey, March 1976 [machine- readable data 
file] 


Titling G uidelines 

The standard title format includes a reference to the specific statistical data 
program which created the file and the month (if necessary to provide a unique 
file title) and year (or years) of the timespan of the file. 

STRUCTURE: Name of Statistical Data Program, Reference 

Date of Data 

EXAMPLE : 

Current Population Survey, March 1978 
Detail Divorce File, 1968 

The date provided refers to the reference date of the data. In the example 
immediately above, "March 1978" refers to the date when the data were collected. 
Files containing several years' data may be inclusively dated or "open-dated." 
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EXAMPLE 1: For a file with data from years 1976, 1977 and 
1978. 

Annual Demographic File, 1976-1978. 

EXAMPLE 2: For a file beginning with data from 1970 and 

to which annual data are added into an indef- 
inite future. 

Annual Demographic File, 1970- . 

Files which have been officially titled previously, usually by means of the 
technical documentation title or other file references, are not retitled. 
However, if there is confusion concerning the title or several titles exist, the 
authority list title should be consulted. 


If the structure provided is not adequate to identify the file uniquely, 
additional information is added. 

EXAMPLE: 

Census of Population and Housing, 1970, County Group File (15% 
l-in-100) 

Annual Housing Survey, 1976 National File 


1.2 STATEMENT OF RESPONSIBILITY 

This portion of the citation contains information concerning the agency or 
agencies responsible for the file's substantive content. Several agencies can 
be acknowledged in this section, although an involved explanation of their 
interrelationships should not be placed in the citation. There is flexibility 
as to how the responsibility can be described. 

EXAMPLE 1: 

Primary Productivity, File Type 029 [machine-readable data file] 

/ prepared by National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration. — 

EXAMPLE 2: 

Tektite I: 1440 Hours on the Bottom of the Sea [machine- 
readable data file] / prepared by Bellcom, Inc., for the 
National Aeronautics and Space Administration, the Office of 
Naval Research, and the Department of the Interior. — 


1.3 PLACE OF PRODUCTION 

The place of production listed is the location used in the formal mailing 
address of the agency which produced the file. The State name should be added 
if it is necessary for identification or if the city is not unique. 

EXAMPLE: A file produced at the Census Bureau should be 
Washington not Suitland, MD. 
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1.4 PRODUCER 

lhe complete name of the producer is used, even if it repeats the name given in 
the statement of responsibility. 

EXAMPLE 1: A file produced by the National Center for 

Health Statistics would have the imprint as 
follows: 

Washington: National Center for Health Statistics 

EXAMPLE 2: A file produced by the Bureau of the Census 

for the Bureau of Labor Statistics would have 
the following imprint: 

Washington: Bureau of the Census 


1.5 DATE OF PRODUCTION 

Following the producer will be the date of production of the specific version 
of the file being described. 

EXAMPLE: A Current Population Survey file for June 1977 
(internal file version produced in 1977 but 
public use file version produced by the Bureau 
of the Census in 1978) would have the following 
entry : 

Current Population Survey, June 1977 [machine- readable data 
file] / conducted fcy the Bureau of the Census. — Washington : 

Hie Bureau of the Census [producer and distributor], 1978. 


1.6 PLACE OF DISTRIBUTION 

When the distributor of the file is different from the producer, additional 
information should be provided for the distributor. Information about the 
distributor is separated from producer information fcy a semi-colon. The guide- 
lines for place of distribution are identical to those for place of production. 


1.7 DISTRIBUTOR 

The distributor statement is added to the citation only if the principal 
distributor of the file is different from the producer. Only the principal 
distributors, as identified fcy the producing agency, are listed in the distribu- 
tor entry. If there are two principal distributors, both are listed. Hie date 
of production should follow producer. Hie date of distribution can follow the 
distribution statement if it is considered significant. 


1.8 DATE OF DISTRIBUTION 

The date of distribution is the year that the file became publicly available. 
If the date of production and date of distribution are identical, the date 
should be given following the last named producer/distributor. 
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EXAMPLE 1: A file produced and distributed by the Bureau 
of the Census. 

Washington : Hie Bureau of the Census [producer and 
distributor] , 1977. 

EXAMPLE 2: A file produced by the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency and distributed by the National 
Technical Information Service. 

Washington : The Environmental Protection Agency [producer], 

1976; Washington : National Technical Information Service 
[distributor], 1977. 


2 . DATE 

The date the abstract was prepared should be altered. 


3. GENERAL DESCRIPTION AND SUBJECT MATTER COVERAGE 

This section delineates the type of file being described, contains a statement 
concerning the universe of the file, and provides a subject-matter description. 
The type of file will most frequently be: aggregate data (also referred to as 
summary statistic files), microdata, or geographic files. (For definitions of 
each of these terms, see glossary.) Within the universe description, the sam- 
pling method should be indicated if it is a sample population. A simple state- 
ment concerning the sampling will suffice; comprehensive sampling information is 
available in the detailed technical documentation. The subject-matter 
description provides a more detailed discussion of the variables on the file. 
The description does not extend to the individual variable level, but to general 
categories of variables which are comprehensive enou^i to include all variables. 

EXAMPLE: GENERAL DESCRIPTION AND SUBJECT MATTER COVERAGE: 

The County and City Data Book Consolidated File, County Data, 

1944-1977 is a longitudinal summary statistic file comprised of 
records, each corresponding to a geographic area, which contain 
demographic and economic data. The County and City Data Book 
Consolidated File contains selected data from the quinquennial 
files 1947 through 1977, to form a time series where possible. 

Statistical programs covered include the decennial censuses, 
economic censuses, demographic estimates, vital statistics, 
agricultural census, census of transportation, and many others. 


4. DESCRIPTORS SECTION 

An important issue in the retrieval of information is the means used to provide 
access to the bibliographic information. The title entry provides access by 
title but a means is still needed to provide access to the user who has no idea 
of the title and needs a subject approach. 

There is currently no single thesaurus or list of subject descriptors which is 
adequate for the wide spectrum of Federal MRDF's. 

For the time being the best strategy seems to be for agencies to use the 
descriptors or key words found in the Subject Matter Index (p. il-l) of the 
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Directory of Federal Statietical Data Filee (National Technical Information 
Service, March 1981, PB81-133175). Where these descriptors are inadequate, 
subject specialists within the agencies will need to develop descriptors 
appropriate to their specific terminology. Eventually it is hoped that descrip- 
tors would be synthesized and integrated into a master thesaurus. 

The number of descriptors is left to the agency but should be sufficient to 
direct a user interested in a specific area to the appropriate file. 

EXAMPLE 1: 1970 Census of Population 

DESCRIPTORS: POPULATION, HOUSING, DEMOGRAPHY 

EXAMPLE 2: Civil Aeronautics Board, Service Segment Data 

DESCRIPTORS: U.S. AIRLINES, TRANSPORTATION, AIR CARGO, AIR 
PASSENGERS, DOMESTIC AIR TRAVEL, EOREIGN AIR TRAVEL, AIRCRAFT, 

AIRPORTS, CIVIL AERONAUTICS BOARD, SERVICE SEGMENT DATA. 

5. GEOGRAPHIC COVERAGE 

Information is provided here concerning the total geographic scope of the file 
and additional levels of geographic coding provided within the file. 

EXAMPLE: Census of Population and Housing, 1970: Summary 
Statistic File 1A. 

GEOGRAPHIC COVERAGE: U.S. nationwide coverage; Data are tallied 
for individual block groups and enumeration districts. The 
following geographic coding information is provided (if 
relevant) for each block group and enumeration district: State, 
county, minor civil division, place, ward, tract. Congressional 
district, Metropolitan Statistical Area (MSA), urban/rural 
indicator, and area code. 

If the number of geographic subfiles within the file being entered is manage- 
able, specific references to individual geographic units can be made in this 
section. 

EXAMPLE: Annual Housing Survey, 1975 SMSA File 

GEOGRAPHIC COVERAGE: Individual SMSA's and the counties within 
the SMSA's are identified; an inside/outside central city 
indicator is provided for each household. A file has been 
prepared for each of the following SMSA's: Atlanta, Cincinnati, 

Colorado Springs, Columbus, Hartford, Kansas City, Madison, 

Miami, Milwaukee, New Orleans, Newport News, Patterson, San 
Antonio, San Bernardino, San Diego, San Franci sco-Oakland, and 
Springfield-Chicopee-Holyoke. 


6 . TIME COVERAGE 

Hie time coverage provides information concerning the time period of the data in 
the file. This includes the time coverage of the statistical program (e.g., 
date of data collection) and dates of reference for specific data items. 
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EXAMPLE: Decennial census of 1960. 

TIME COVERAGE: The data in the file pertain to the date of the 
census — April 1, 1960. Income data pertain to 1959. 


7 . TECHNICAL DESCRIPTION 

Information concerning the technical aspects of the file is located in this 
area. This includes type of machine-readable data file, file structure, and 
file size. 

Type of machine-readahlP riafra fil» 

This should indicate in what form(s) the data file is(are) available; for 
example, public-use tape, floppy disk, on-line data base, microfiche, or special 
tabulations upon request. For files available on floppy disks, list the 
microcomputers for which these data are formatted, and name the data base 
management system used to prepare the data for the floppy disks. If only 
selected information is available from the file on floppy disks that should also 
be indicated. 

For on-line data bases, indicate the frequency with which the data are u pda ted 
to keep the information current. Any special hardware requirements for acces- 
sing the on-line data base should also be noted. Information on how to access 
on-line data bases should be included under item 13. 

EXAMPLE 1: This file is available as a public-use tape 
with selected summary data on floppy disks 
prepared using Lotus 1-2-3 and formatted for 
the IBM PC. 

EXAMPLE 2: The data file is accessible on-line and is 
updated monthly. 

File Structure 

Bie general characteristics of the file structure are summarized. This should 
include at a minimum a reference to whether the file is rectangular or 
hierarchical. If the file is generated and updated under a data base management 
system, the name of the software system being used should be noted. Other 
special file structure characteristics should be noted such as special character 
sets, variable or fixed length records, etc. 

Definitions and schematics of rectangular and hierarchical files are found in 
Appendix A. 

EXAMPLE 1: The file is rectangular and contains 2,496 
fixed-length 228 character records. 

EXAMPLE 2: A data base management system file. 

The file is a System 2000 data base management file. 


File Size 

Hie file size includes the number of files and the logical record count for the 
file. The number of files is the actual number of physical files which are 
elements of the data file being cataloged. The type of file should also be 
indicated. 
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EXAMPLE: 1 data file 

The logical record count is the number of actual records, in the file. .The 
method of counting logical records varies with the type of file. See Appendix A 
for a definition and schematic of a logical record. When there are more than 
three files, the record count is the total for all physical files of the data 
file. This number is in parentheses following the file count area. 

EXAMPLE: 21 data files (62,000 logical records) 

2 data files (21,000; 48,000 logical records) 

The extent of file entry should contain an approximate count preceded by the 
word "approximately" (when the exact logical record count is not available). 

In a multiple file component, individual entries are made for logical record 
counts of the components when the file is of manageable size. 


8. REFERENCE MATERIALS 

The technical documentation and other documents which relate to the machine- 
readable file or its technical aspects are referenced under this heading. A 
brief note on its content is included. If the documentation is in machine- 
readable form, this should be indicated. The GPO stock number should also be 
provided for all reference materials. If the reference is to machine-readable 
materials, the bibliographic citation from the abstract of the materials should 
be given. 

EXAMPLE: REFERENCE MATERIALS: 

U.S. Bureau of the Census, The Current Population Survey: 

Design and Methodology (Technical Paper 40, U.S. Bureau of the 
Census). Available from Supt. of Documents, U.S. Government 
Printing Office, GPO Stock No. 003-024-01490-4. A very compre- 
hensive guide to the entire Current Population Survey program. 

If the title of the technical documentation must be assigned, the title is the 
same as the machine— readable data file entered in the title section of the entry 
with the added qualifier "Technical Documentation" used to replace the [machine- 
readable data file] designator. This facilitates an integrated manual filing of 
files and codebooks by assuring that the entry for the MRDF and its technical 
documentation are together in the file. 

EXAMPLE 1: File Title: 

Annual Housing Survey, 1976 National File [machine- 
readable data file]. 

EXAMPLE 2: Technical Documentation Title: 

Annual Housing Survey, 1976 National File Technical 
Documentation. 


9. RELATED PRINTED REPORTS 

This section includes a bibliographic reference to relevant publications or 
series which report analysis and results or present tables derived from the data 
file. Information concerning where the document is obtained is normally in- 
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eluded. When there are many references, the more relevant publications are 
listed. 

EXAMPLE: RELATED PRINTED REPORTS: 

U.S. Bureau of the Census. Annual Houeing Survey * U.S. and 
Regione Series ti-lSO-(year). For sale by Supt. of Documents, 

U.S. Government Printing Office, Washington, D.C. 20402. 


10. RELATED FILES 

a file is a part of a group of similar files issued on a regular basis 
(annually, every 5 years, decennially, etc.), this is indicated. The names of 
the comparison files should be entered. If files containing computer software 
are related, this is indicated. 


EXAMPLE 1: RELATED FILES: 

Another file. Annual Housing Survey, 1976 National File, 
contains similar data for the nation. 

EXAMPLE 2: RELATED FILES: 

CENSPAC (Census Software Package), available from Data User 
Services Division, Bureau of the Census, U.S. Department of 
Commerce, Washington, D.C. 20233. 

EXAMPLE 3: RELATED FILES: 

Control cards for SPSS and SAS and a machine-readable codebook 
are included in front of the data file. 


11. OMB CLEARANCE NUMBER 

To cross-reference MRDF abstracts with the Federal Information Locator System, 
the OMB clearance number(s) given to the form(s) used in data collection is 
provided. The OMB clearance number (s) need only be supplied for microdata files 
where the files reflect the original data collection. Ihat is, files which are 
combinations of other files or which are primarily aggregated data need not have 
the OMB clearance number (s) supplied. 


12. CONTACTS 

The potential user is provided with two contacts: one for subject-matter 
inquiries and one for computer— related inquiries. In each case, an address and 
telephone number are provided. If responsibility for subject-matter or 
computer— related aspects clearly lies with an organizational unit (division, 
branch, section, etc.), the organizational unit may be designated as the con- 
tact. Otherwise, the name of an individual person should be supplied. 
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EXAMPLE : CONTACTS :

13 . AVAILABILITY INFORMATION 

This area contains the following information: where the file is available, the 
cost of the file, ordering information, restrictions on use of the file, and 
relevant information for accessing online data bases. 

EXAMPLE 1: Current Population Survey file from the Bureau of 
the Census. 

AVAILABILITY: 

The files are available from the Bureau of the Census at a cost 
of $140 per output reel. There are no restrictions on use of 
the data. Order numbers are: C SUM 70 004Pa (File 4 A), C SUM 
70 004Pb (File 4 B), and C SUM 70 004Pc (File 4 C). 

EXAMPLE 2: Longitudinal Sample of Disability Insurance 

Applicants from the Social Security Adminis- 
tration. 

AVAILABILITY: 

The file is available from the Social Security Administration at 
a cost of $120. Public dissemination of the file is restricted 
and requires prior individual negotiation due to possible viola- 
tions of privacy in some data fields.

There 
is no charge for this service. Although there is no required 
password, you will be requested to use your telephone number as 
a user identifier. This service is available 7 days a week (8 
a.m. - 11 p.m., Monday thru Friday; 10 a.m. - 6 p.m. weekends 
and holidays) . 
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APPENDIX A 

GLOSSARY 


ABSTRACT: An abbreviated and informative representation of a machine-readable 
data file. 


AUTHORITY TITLE: A unique official title which clearly distinguishes a file 
from other files. 

BIBLIOGRAPHIC CITATION: Information on the existence of a file and its producer 
and/or distributor. Components of the citation are: title, statement of 
responsibility, place of production, producer, date, place of distribution 
and distributor. 

DATA FILE: Usually defined as a collection of logically related records treated 
as a unit. For the purposes of this paper, a data file is a machine- 
readable statistical product released as a unit ty a Federal statistical 
agency. 

DESCRIPTOR: A keyword from a title or document that is used as an index to 
content. 

GEOGRAPHIC REFERENCE FILES: Files containing descriptive data about selected 
geographic segnents or areas. 

HIERARCHICAL FILE: A hierarchical file is comprised of records which have two 
or more record formats and/or field definitions that vary for two or more 
types of records, and the set of "nested" records is treated as a unit for 
some types of processing. 

EXAMPLE:

LOGICAL RECORD: A collection of information relating to a specific 

observational unit. When the observational unit changes, it becomes 
another logical record.

MACHINE-READABLE DATA FILE: A body of information coded by methods that require 
the use of a machine (typically, but not always a computer) for retrieval 
and processing. 

MICRODATA: Files which contain data items corresponding to characteristics of 
an individual respondent or respondent unit. 

PUBLIC USE: Files which are available for use fcy any member of the public 

(distinguished from public use reports wherein the report is intended for 
use fcy the public but the data file behind the report is not necessarily 
available) . 

RECTANGULAR FILE: A rectangular file is comprised of records which have like 
defined record formats and field definitions in each record. A schematic 
of this structure forms a rectangle.

The l-in-100 file contains approximately 2.4 
million records. The l-in-1,000 file contains approximately 240,000 records. 
The l-in-10,000 file contains approximately 24,000 records. The files are 
usually packaged in groups of states.

S co pe and Coverage Ql the Projeet 

A machine-readable data file is a body of information coded 
by methods that require the use of a machine (typically, but not 
always, a computer) for retrieval and processing. 

There are two kinds of Federal statistical data files to be 
included: (1) Statistical data files which are released for 
public use in machine-readable form; and (2) statistical data 
files which are not released for public use but from which users 
may normally request specific tabulations or special machine- 
readable subfiles. The second kind of file refers to data which 
are held internally by agencies and to which limited access is 
accorded users in the form of special tabulations or tapes. 

If your agency had an entry in the March 1981 Directory of 
federal Statistical Data Piles, this material is attached. This 
material should be updated as appropriate, noting corrections and 
revisions, etc. on these pages, if possible, or by attaching 
correction sheets.

According to the guideline, it contains a 
bibliographic citation and specific information about the 
geographic coverage, the file structure and size, reference and 
related materials, and its availability. Attention should be 
given to including mention of reference materials which document 
sample design and selection, data collection methodology, nature 
and extent of errors, or otherwise provide users with information 
on the quality of the data and their limitations. 

Section 4 of the Guideline suggests that agencies use the 
attached Subject Matter Index from the Directory of Federal 
Stat i stica l Caba Files, 1981 in assigning keywords and descrip- 
tors. If this list is inadequate, then please add keywords and 
descriptors as you feel appropriate. 

For processing purposes, it would be helpful if you could 
return the material to me in batches as portions of the informa- 
tion are completed (e.g., the update for the 1981 publication), 
rather than waiting until you have finished the project for your 
department/agency.
